THE IRONSIDES.

The Work of Ralsing the Wreok—A
Aketch of the Vessol and Her OUaroor.
Our readers will remembar that on the nignt

of Decoember 15, 1868, the United Hiates frl?uu

New Ironsldes was burned to tho water's edg»

and sunk at her moorings off ue Island,

For about kixteen months the vessel had besn

out of commission, and was lald ap in ordinary

at Lergue Island slong with other iron-olads,

One of Lhe watehmen, whon making his oanal

round abouat ? o'clock P, M., percelved asmell

of burning wood, and on making an examinns-
tion saw smolte Issning from the hatoh-
ways. He gave the alarm, and with the
assiatance of the other walchmen en-
denvored 10 smolther the flames by bate
soning down the halches, Thelr efforts
were mm\'ullln{;. nowever; and befora Any a4-
sistance could Le onlalned from the oliy, the
noble versel wias enveloped In Momes, and
by mornipg she sank boaneath the blus
waters of the Delnsware, The e ofiginated

in the hold, and as there was nothiog 1o im-

pede lls progress, all the woodwork of the

vespel was burned, The destruction of this
gohle man-ofwar I8 sapposed 1o have bemn
the work of an incendinty, bat nothing post

sive wha ever diseoverea about 1Y, snd the
affair 1s a8 mueh a4 mystery now a8 i ever wau

The machnery, lron plating. eopper, ele., on
the hulik wore still of great value, and she was
accordingly purcbased from the Governmont
for the sum of $M0,W0 by a flem In this olty, who
bave Deen for some Lime engaged Inthe attempt
to ralse her, Theoperations of the divers nnd
the methods employved to accomplish this onjeet
are interesting, We made a visit to Losgae

New Ironsides,

The New lronsldes wins consldered the Lest
fron oind In the Ameriean navy, aud, iIndepen.
dept of her nruonsl reputsllon, shie wWas an
eapecinl tavorite with Polladelpuians, Bho was
lsunched from the yvard of Urump & Hon, on
Baturday, May 40, 1902, aud the evenl wan one of
more Lhan local lnterest, 'he frigate was bailt
of Pennsylvanin onk, sod was 215 test loag, §7
feol 6 lunches beam, and 25 feet nold,. She had
two floor tlmbers 1o each frame, each 40 feol
long, I8 inehes deep, and 1 lnches thick. The
balance of the frame wis 10 Inches thick, and
wapered from 17); inches ai the floor-head to 7
fnobes utl the plnnk shear, The spaces batwesn
the fraomes were tiited olld from the keal totlie

lank sbears, and were caulked (nside and ont

fore e planks wers put on, Her keelson
eonkisled of elght courses, 20 lpches deep and

14 inches thieck. There was also the muin

keelson, 20 inches deep and 15 inches at theslde,

This keelson had 2'4 ineh copper bolts to each

frame, fastened torough frame and keel,

making over 200 copper bolts, four feel six
focues long, and one luch and a hall thick,
from Lthe main kealson alooe,

On each slde of the keal were three courses of
Rarboard streaks, nud Lhe plankivg on the flat
of the bottom was flve lnelies tolek, gradunlly
increasing o thickuess from the tura ol the
bllge 1o the froan plating, where It wad nine
incnes. The avarnge thickoess of the (lmber
behind the plating wis twenty.ona inches, The
berth dock clamps and bllge sireakks wore nine
fnohes o thlckneds, the deck clamps sight
Inclues, and Lthose on the spar declk were soyven
inohes in thickness, Toe lron piattiog was the
principal féatare of the vessel, mnd the savera
content in iront of Forl SBamisr established the
fact that the New lronsidss was beyond doubt
2he most powerinlship ln the American navy,

This pluting commeaced four feet below the
‘water line, aud thres fect above, aud for 180 feet
Amidships was continned up o the plank snenr,
The plates wete 4', loob ron, while those on
the spar deck woere une lnoo io thicknass, T

lates were connecisd by tougues of lron doted
nto grooves, and the heaviest plates welgned

0245 pounds, The ran or plating atthe bow

cousisted of the two [owesl streaks, mesting

from the Lwo sldes of Lhe bow, bolted Logether,
and projecting beyond it four teet len lnohes,

This part of tne vessel wes 50 luethies nigh and

9 incles Lhick, The lron plating on the vessel

welghed over 800 tonn, the null of tho ship 1070

tops, aud the total welzat, including ouarfit,

machinery, fael, &¢,, was sbout WU0 tons, The

New Ironsldes was bargue rigged with three

masls, and bher spars so urrangsd that when

engaged in action they all eame down Lo the
ppar declk.

The machinery, which was of the loest work.
manship, conslgted of two horizontul condans-
iog engines, with oylinders (100y inohes in dis-
msler und thirty-inco stroke, anrd were oalou-
lated to make elghty-five revolutiony, tnralo
& thirteen-teel propeller she wiaa provide
with horlzontal tubular bollers, eapable of de-
veloping 1600-L0rse powear.

Heér armament cotsiated of fonrteen 1l-inch
Dahlgren and two 150-pound Farrobl ritlss,

HER DEPARTURE,

Having been thoroughly fitled out, the New
Fronsides left wne Polladelpbia Navy Yard on
the dlst of August, 1862, and, after a safa voy-
age, arrived ar Fortress Mouroe, Onthe 15th of
January, 1563, haviug been ordergd farther
South, she reached Port Royal, 8. C, the ran to
that purt daribg the slorins of win'er having
succestfnlly tested her sen-zoing qualities,

HER FIRST ENCOUNTER WITH THE ENEMY.

April 7, 1863, Kear-Admiral Dupont moved
nupon the fortitieations in Ubsrieston Harbor,
His fleet couslsied of the New lronsides aud
elght monjtlors, Fort Sumier was fivstattucked,
and durivg the contest the lroasides bacaing
unmanagenble and retired from actlon, Moe
WaH Blruck beiween sixly aud sevenly tlmos,
but received comparatively litle damage,
thanks to the precaution of her commandoer,
Commodore Tarner., Her refusal (o obey her
helm in this affulr was the cause, probably, of
the fallore to capture IYort Sumter,

The evil was speedlly remediod, as thls was
the (st lime sbe had been under live, The
axperiment was most satisfactory, since she
had experlenced nolojury, though su jected to
the effeots of & mos. terrifie fire, €r tron
walls were lnvnlnerable; and thils faet proved Lo
her commander that she was gll thay her
bollders and the department expected her

AX ATTEMIT TO HLOW IIER UP
was mnde by the Rebels, which slgnally falled-
They dreaded her proweks more than Lhat of
any olher vessel, and they were determined to
end her career If possible. In this tney were
frustrated at the time, although it is nol im-
possible that thelr evil designs were finully
socomp lished in the deswruction of the New
Ironsides by fire,
UER FIGHT WITH FORT MOULTRIER,

This was the flercest engsgement in which
Lthe ship was called Lo test ber powers, Uapiain
Rowan, betler known as “Paddy” Rowan, &
great favorite with s men and the oMoers of
the DAavy,and as gallunt A man a8 ever trod
deck, took the Irousides up within s few hun-
dred yards of Fort Moulirle, apchored hisship,
and opened fire upon the fort, 1The cannousad-

on both sldes was of the most Lerrifle

nalure,

The Rebels brought all their artillery to baar
upon the frigate, but their suol bounded from
her sldes 1nto thealr, avd fell plunging into the
barbor. Not §o, bowever, with the missiles
from her lmupenelrable sldes, Hor broadsidas
disonarged 10 tapld succession, toid with fearfu)
effect upon the Rabel fort, nnd i tie eonrss of
a gouple of hours Moulirie was silenoed
and the New Ironsides ratired o her
anchorage, her oflicers well pleased, and eon-
fident In ner ablilty (o brave every and any
storm cf shot and shell whien tho encmy could
&url upon her,

ORDERED NORTIL,

In 1864 she was ordered Norlh for repalrs,
after belong nearly Lwo years 1n mollve servios,
and havibg undergone more batlering and
dangers than ever before fell wo Lhe 1ok of & aliip-
of-war,

THE FORT FISHER EXPEDITION,

After havingrecelved athoroughoverhauling,
thedonble-lried Hoating fortress agaln apponred
in the waters of Hampton Roaos in Ootober,
1884, with the pennanl of Acting Hear-Admirsl
Willlsm Radford fiviog from her mre. Hoe was
detailed mus the flagship of Hear-Admiral
Porter's iron-clad sguadron, and on the l4th of
PDocember, 1804, she steawed oul between the
fAmMous OCLAN gmaws?- of Capse Henry and Uape
Obarles, Oon tbe foliowing day sbhe reachad
Beaufort, North Caroline, At this point the
armada of Admiral Porter anchored Lo awalt
the preparation of the “powder smr,"

On the 15th of December the entire fsel sal
sall and on the followlng day reached the ogcaan
rendexyous, sixteen miles seaward from Fort
¥isher. The intention of Porler was to send 1n
the powder shlp that night, and commenco his
sitack in force early on the following morning,
Bat the fat of the slorm king intervened. One
of the terrible gales peouliar Lo the Atlautlo
ool commenosd raglog that very day, and for
four days 1t continued with terrible fury. Toe
fieet lay In the open roadslead at the mercy of
the furions winds. The (roop Lransports
steamed baeck 16 the harbor of Beaufori, bul
the naval vessels buffeted the Neroest blaste of

s wiid Alantio

Four stormy days the grand nid iron-slad
sleamed among her consoris, tendering and
Riving asnistanoe, Her qualities a8 m S0k golny
vessol had never been thoronghly tested, aud
Erim and grizely old ses-dogs shook their haads

ublously as Lhe gale came on, and all syes wers
onst townrds the New Ironsides, On the very
first day of the storm sil doubls as Lo the ocean
worthiness of the great lron.cased ship wore
dispelled, Bhe rode the angry white orested
waves ns placidly as & awan would glide over
the sunlit waters of an Inland Inke,

Or when at roat, like a rock rearing ita hoar
ndamantine head nbove the wild wastes of
walers, the mad waves dasbed themeslves to
pleces uﬁ.nmm the lron walls of the lnvinoiole
whip, The eyes that had Intely casl dabious
glances towards the experiment now lookeo
with fond admiration apon this bold defler of
winds und waves. The naatieal repntation of
the Neaw lronsides was firmly aud justly este-
bllstie dd,

The gale at lengtih qighed 1teslf to rest, and on
the morulog of e 2ith of Desember Loe order
of butlle was ssstumed by the fleos, the [ron-
sides In the van; sand sl noon on that day sho
fred the Inltsl guon agalost Fort Filaber,  'Toas
Armstrong bolts wers tried against her sldes:
but sbe cast them ofl like drops of water, nud
punished Lthe loriress tecviliy, AS near ad the
depth of the water wonld permit did the gallant
Radford urge his nob o gbip, And incessantly
bis gane thuudered wealnst the voontod me
pregoublo cagematos of gy

Al night khe wns doawn from range. ol
enrly oo the mornlng of Cnoristmas Day, 1861 she
aEnin ook up ber posivon under Uie buge sand
walls of the seemdngly perfect fort, and all day
long her guns belened orth destraotion. Thal
night It was decidad Lo give up the attnek, and
on Lhe 1ollowing day Lhie entlire fleal withdrew.

THE EECOND ATTACK.

The fleet refitted at Heanfort, aud on the 1ith
of Jenuary 1t set gail lor a second me o Foit
Iisber, At doylight oo the morning of Lhe
laih, the elrevlar bomb-proofs were aaln In
slght, and three houra afterwards the prines of
the hron-oelacs lnd taken np bher old position
dirvelly under the veunted Armstroogs, and
commaoneed her terrible overture of shot and
slicll, This thme the firing was oarried on
Blower Lhan st thoe firsy sttack, but with more
preciglon, Tee thira slaot Ared from the Tron-
slden strnek within the embrasures of the fors,
and never onee, during duylight, was Lhe range
lomt,

Tuls time there was no withdrawal with the
appoieh of dorlkness, all night long tne [ron-
Bldes doggedly malntained her position nenr
the for, firing oceastonnl shots ln the darks
nexs, and at daviight reopened her broadside
compliments,. Duning the nights of the lith,
18th, and 1Mik did the invinolble ship msintain
her perilous position, keeplug the cnemy cons
tinunlly awerke at thelr arms, Daring these
periods of darkne=e plgmy tugs ran up sloog-
slde the lron giantana supplled her Inrder with
Broinignagian rations of shot and shell.

The Rebels were nol anmindfal of the mis-

chief tuls invioeible monster was dolog thelr
stronghola, snd on the 18th of January thelr
longest range Armsliongs were spaoially di-
recied agalust her. Twoenty of the herenlean
iron bolis, propelled on the wings of flame,
tnlrly strnek the bhold ship, and had as muoh
effeet a8 a dromsticlk upon adrum, “Loadly
Iaughed the bold Admiral, and hls men Inughed
with bhim too.” Sir Willilnm Armstrong's ean-
ning wis no miatet for the skill of the Qualker
City mechanlos.
Tue enemy, oo, wore eonvinced that to fire
at this gres. maled nenticul glant was bat o
wasle of ammuuiticn, snd so left the pride of
the nation In pence, she in the mennwille
blazing away with redoubled wvigor until the
fort fell. Thisgecarred on Lthe evening of tha
15th of Jannary, and with the conquest of Fort
Fisbher oeased Lthe netlve dutien of the New
Ironeiden, TDuring the scars which prevailed
on the Jomes in March, 1565, the thunderer
waAS sent for, and she steamed up A8 far as
Bermuda Huopdreds; bat the plgmies eams not
within range of her death-deallng guus and
invulneruble sides, Inafew days more Grant
plerced the fortifiea'ions of Riehmond,

And the work of nrmoy and npavy was dones,
ILanrel crowned, the “Queen’ of the earih's
malled ships sleamod brek 1o her native
waters, and two years from the date of her
second grand iriumph soe foll a4 vietim w the
fosldions fire flenel. It I8 sAad to reflect that
thin seemingly imperisonble mouunment of
paval skl bay sucenmbed to & foe apalost
whoese atiacks even her lron sldes were uo pro-
Ltection,

RAISING THE WRIUK.

All the woodwork of the Ironsldes wWas &80
much burned a8 to preclude the iden of ever
floating her agaln a8 4 man-of-war, and the
unly objeet, Lheretore, was (o obtain from hor
whatever wiasvaluasbhle inthe way of mactinery
and metal work, Tneparchinsers of the wreck
have been more Lhnu /& yearal work with
divers and apparatus, and last fall they suce
ceeded jn lifting the Lulk tothe anrfics of the
water, The parting of some of the cosins ren-
dered all thelr labor valn, and they are now
trying another plan by which they hope Lo ac-
complish thelr ohjeet without fear of another
mishap ofthe ssme kind,

The Gulk now lies more than half a mile far-
ther np tbe river then it did when the conila-
gration took place, and the wreéckors are enduas
voring to work 1t apon seaud bar which muakes
out luio the river near where Lbhey now are, and
which 1s not covered by moura than two [eet of
waler sl low tide, Lhus allowiog them Lo opé-
rate to adveantage in removiog the metal and
olber valuablies.

The work of ralsing the wreck Is accoms
plisbed by means of lurgs waler-tight pontoons,
vach of Beveral hondred wnps ifidug eapacity.
Theke are secnred tolhe wreck by massive chain
cables pasged under and around it by the divers.
Tne pontoons are cubleal wooden hoxes of [rom
ten to filteen feet In enchh dlinopsion; all the
gearms are cnulked 50 a8 to muke them per-
fectly water-tight., When a sufliclent number of
these are secured to a wreck they are flilled
with water, which sioks them, Tae chain
cables nre then hanled taught, and the water 1s
pumped outof the pontoons, causlug them to
rite b0 the surface, bripglog the wreck with
them, Tuhe wreck, thuy floated, 18 then rowed
by A stesin tug Lo & sultable place for fature
operalions,

This was the method at firet ndopted with the
Ironsides, but after the mishap of last fall, the
bar we have mentloned was discovered, and to
save time sud expense I was determined Lo
graodoally work the bulk apon il. The present
method of operation, therefore, 18 1o take ad-
vaniage of the low tide, and with the ald of
bydraalic jacks to take In & link or two of each
eable. The bigh tide there floats the pontoons,
with the wreck abtached, further upon the bare

THE DIVERS

are employed to fasten the chalns Lo the wreok
and to mmﬁu in removiog sach articles as are
come-al-able, The olu-fashloned diving bells
are now done awng' with altogether, except ln
rure lpstances, and divers now work allogether
with submarine armor, which enables tnem to
see every object, nnd 1O move ubout with the
greatest facility, Tosdress of @ diver conslsis
of & water-proof oli cloth sult, whilch envelops
him from bead to fool, leaving meroly his face
and hands exposed, To Lhig dress Iy sgourel
fastened o phoulder piecs of melal, and a matals
lle helmet, shaped like an lron pot, goes over the
head and I8 secured by & number of sorews to
the shoulder-plece. The helmet i8 provided
with three windows of thick glnas, with geat-
ings of gtont brass wire In front 10 protect tnetn
fiom ipjury. These euable the diver to see
every otiject under the wiater with the greatest
eake, Toe shoes are mwade of stoat untanned
leather, and are provided with soles of lewd
gbout three quarters of an ook 1o thilckness,
1o addition to this, two leadon plates, welghing
suie foriy or OOy pounds each, At upon his
back and breast., Tho objest of all tbis welght
Is to keep the diver etandy In the waler, ana It
I8 remarkable Lthat when under the surface the
welght s almost imperoeptible, and the man
can move about with Lhe gresteslt onse. As
sO0Nn &k ho comyes above the sarface, bowever,
lhe welght betomes exoesdlngly oppressive,
aud Le I8 unable to e imbu the ladder along kide
of the hoat withont assistanoe,

Atiachied to the helmet 18 an indiarabber
tabe, by which the diver 18 supplied with s
constant covient of fresh alr by menns of an
RIr-pump, constently worked by seyveral men
on the deck of the wroskers' boat. A small
tube, with 8 valve sattached, allows the foal alr
looterpe. With thils apparatos o diver can
remsin voder the watar without ineonvenleace
for an Indefioite leogth of time. Altached Lo
his wiikt, however, 1« & life line, by whieh his
mllendauts cun drag him ont of tne walar In
chse of necldent, aud by whioh he can signal In
cune of distress,

The dlvers arée at present employed on the
Ironnides solely for Lhs purpose of refittiog the
chains whioh broke from thelr fastenings last
fal), and as they are ouly able 1o work at oers
taln slages of the Wde, AL s ot alwa ys Lhat an
opportunily is pfforded to sos them in opera-
tion, A Elrty of gentlemen who icaden trip lo
the wreck of the Ironsldes n few days ago on
the Hitle stewm yaent Cinrn, were highly pleased
At the novel spectacle siforded by Lthe wreekers
cngeged In thelr thsk of resening the nobleshi
from her walery grave, To Messrs, Balley an
Hart, tbe owners of the Clars, and to Colonsal
Andrew J, Beverns, the representative of THE
EvesinG Terneonave ls Jodebted for many
sitentions on this trip,

The bollers, the engines, and mosl of platin
f wore removed from the wreck lasi trn, bu'l.
tbere silll remalng on her a large amount of
iron, which, with the copper shesthiing, 1s of
conslderable value. 14 is probable that the
bulk will be entirely broken up during the
coming summer, and thon thers will be
nothing remalning of the Ironsides sxoept
Ler name and 0 glorlous record of her

nohlevements.
